Blouses, not knitted or crocheted wholly or mainly of 
cotton, women’s and girls’ wear; 

Shirts, not knitted or crocheted, wholly or mainly of cotton, 
men’s and boys' wear. 

Jackets, not knitted or crocheted, wholly or mainly of 
cotton, men’s and boys’ and women’s and girls’ wear. 

Bed linen, wholly or mainly of cotton. 


2. For the purpose of licensing, the shipment period will be divided into two six 
monthly periods i.e. 1st March, 1975 to 31st August, 1975 and 1st September, 1975 fo> 
29th February, 1976. 
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3. Export of millmade/handloom cotton blouses, shirts, jackets and bedlinen will be 
allowed under free licensing procedure and quotas shall be allotted by the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council, Bombay (in the office of the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, Bombay) or its authorised representatives at Delhi, Ahmedabad, Calcutta, 
Madras and Cochin by way of endorsement on shipping bills on flrst-come-lirst-served 
basis. Licence endorsement against such allotments shall be made by the concerned export 
control authorities at the port of shipments on such terms and conditions as may be noti¬ 
fied by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, on the recommendation of EEC- 
Austria-Sweden Textiles Licensing Advisory Ctommiffee. The conditions if any regarding 
minimum price shall also apply. In respect of Bedlinen as soon as the ceiling for the 
item for the quarter/si* months/year is reached the allotments of quotas shall be stopped 
For Shirts, Blouses and Jackets the allotment will be made freely without any quantitative 
restriction. 

4. The procedure for obtaining the quota endorsement on the shipping bills and the 
Export Certificate, shall be as follows;— 

“The exporters shall be required to submit shipping bills duly noted in the customs 
alongwith other shipping documents to Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council in Bombay and upcountry ports for issue of quota endorsement usd 
Export Certificate. The authorised representative of the Council will uive 
the quota endorsement on the shipping documents and also issue an Export 
Certificate to the exporter concerned. This Export Certificate will be re¬ 
quired to be sent by the exporter to his importer in Sweden in order to 
obtain clearance of the consignment at the destination. Tn all the cases, the 
exporter shall prepare an extra copy of the shipping bill which will be re¬ 
tained by the authorised representative of the Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council at the time of issue of the quota endorsement and Exporl 
Certificate.” 

5. Quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent in writing of the quota 
issuing autnority viz. The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay. 

6 . A non-rcfundable charge of Rs. 10/- per 1000 kgs./lOOO pcs. will be levied by The 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of quotas, subject to a minimum 
of Rs. 5/-. 

7. All shippers shall have to submit monthly reports to the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council, Bombay, giving details of the shipments against individual licences 
issued to them. These statements should reach the Council by the 10th of the following 
month, 

8 . The EEC/Austria/Sweden Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee shall (a) Supervise 
the entire scheme, (b) keep a watch over the performance from time to time (c) interpret 
and give decisions on various matters arising out the operation of the scheme and (d) 
make such changes in the scheme as they deem fit from time to time. The Licensing 
Committee shall be empowered to frame rules and regulations from time to time intern 
alia , providing for the conditions to be compiled with by an applicant before he would be 
entitled to quotas. It shall also have the right to withhold or cancel quotas and reject 
applications for quotas without assigning any reason.
